Kruger in the shape of an ultimatum. 
As the members of the cabinet are scat- 
tered throughout country, it is im- 
probable a council could be gathered till 
Monday night, at the earliest and there 
is every reason to believe the British gov- 
ernment will exhibit no undue in 
forcing President Kruger’s hand, for it 
is palpably more important to have 15.000 
reinforcements of action 
than gain the gratitude of the importu- 
nate Uitlanders, who, for weeks, have 
been crying for immediate aggressive ac- 
tion. 

The logic of such a policy must be 
equally patent to President Kruger. It 
is hardly conceivable that he will await 
the arrival of the British reinforcements 
before taking the initiative. If he 
plays such hesitation he will strengthen 
the belief at the very last moment that 
he intends to back down, an impression 
which has many supporters among the 
ultra-conservatively inclined. 

President Kruger’s rumored refusal of 
the latest franchise demands has lost him 
many friends in England, and the pro- 
Boer party has shrunk to small dimen- 
slons.

When those were disputed 
ridiculed by the bulk of the press, 
paper said the information was 
from a source excluding all doubt of its 
euthenticity and correctness and was 
corroborated by several competent per- 
sons. This view was shared by a num- 
ber of prominet papers, including The 
Deutsche Tages Zeitung, The Staats- 
burger Zeitung and others. The corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press has 
interviewed a prominent foreign office of- 
ficial, who said: 

“The government was not surprised at 
the conviction of Dreyfus. 
zeiger publication was largely for 
purpose of depriving the world of the 
chance of saying Dreyfus had again been 
sentenchd because Germany kept silent 
We postponed the publication until the 
last moment, as we suspected it might 
hurt rather than benefit the accused. 

“Regarding the comments of The Ham- 
burger Nachrichten, we think it quite 
likely the paper is making the state- 
ments on good authority. Many well in- 
formed versons believed Dreyfus had 
Russian and not Germany to deal with. 

“Cioncerning the talk of boy aotting 
the Paris exposition, it is not Germany's 
part to pt herself in the foreground 
The official reiations 
of Franece.end Germany have not suf- 
fered in the least through the sentence. 
There is no intention upon the part of 
the government to join in any directly 
unfriendly steps -against France. The 
best proof that we do not mean to sus- 
pend preparations for the exposition is 
that the chief commissioner, Herr Rich- 
ter, has just started for Paris.” 

Russian Theory Is Believed. 

This reported connection of Dreyfus 
with Russia is also common talk in dip- 
lomatiec circles here, where it finds ere- 
dence. It is also stated that evidence 
of this was produced at the secret sec- 
sion at Rennes and M. Delcasse’s hur- 
ried visit to St. Petersburg just before 
the courtmartial is cited in support of the 
theory.

“Some people have tried to separate the 
laboring man who works in the factory 


| from the laboring mah who works on the 


farm. 1 want to warn the laboring nen 
in the factories that they cannot separate 
themselves from those who toil on the 
farm without inviting their own iJestruc- 
tion. I warn the laboring men in the facto- 
ries to Know that when they join with the 
monapolies to crush the farmer, as soon 
the farmer {is crushed, the laboring 
man will be crushed, and his ally will be 
destroyed, and in a test of endurance thea 
farmcr will stand it longer than the 
laboring man.

Nebraskan Scores Second Victory. 

Mr. Bryan's second address and Mr. 
Cockran’s reply came during the after- 
roon. W. D. Foulke, of Indiana, 
heard after dinner in a short speech in 
which he declared that he failed to 
that the remedies proposed by Colonel 
Bryan in the latter’s speech during the 
morning session could result In the at- 
tainment of the object sought. 

Colonel Bryan, who was sitting in the 
back part of the hall, arose and amid 
cheering, started to reply. Before he had 
uttered a dozen words, however, cries, 
“take the platform,’’ came from all parts 
of the hall, and with a smile he did so. 
Colonel Bryan then said in part: 

“I would not occupy the time again, 
but for the fact that the gentleman 
from Indiana (Mr. Foulke) has referred 
to a plan which I suggested and I am 
afraid that he does not fully understand 
My plan was this: 

‘1, That the state should have the 
right to create whatever private cor- 
porations the people of the state think 
best. 

“2. That the state has, or should have, 
the right to impose such limitations upon 
an outside corporation as the people of 
the state may think necessary for their 
own protection. That it is the right 
of the people of the state to say, first, 
what they shall organize in their state 
a9 a corporation: and, second, what 
they shall permit as a corporation to 
come from other states to do business in 
thelr state. 

“2 That the federal government has, or 
should have, the right to impose such 
restrictions as congress may think neces- 
sary upon any corporation which dces 
business outside of the state in which 
it is orzanied. In other words, I would 
preserve to the people of the state all 
the rights they now have, and at the 
came time have congress exercise a con- 
Current remedy to supplement the state 
remedy. When the federal government 
licenses a corporation to do business out- 
side of the state In which it was organ- 
ized, it merely permits it to do business 
in any state. under the conditions im- 
posed by the state, in addition to the 
conditions imposed by the federal govern. 
ment. I would not take away from the 
people of the state any right now ex- 
isting, but I would have the federal gov- 
ernment and the state government exer- 
cise the powers that may be necessary 
to annihilate the monopoly. I do not 
agree with the gentleman that you can- 
not annihilate a monopoly. (Applause.) T 
believe it is possible to do so, and I 
could not help but think of a lime of a 
cong while the gentleman was speaking 
and while he was destroying every possi- 
ble remedy suggested, yet presented no 
other, I thought of that rhyme: 

‘**Plunged in a gulf of deep despair, 
‘Ye wretched sinners lie.’—(Great ap- 
plause and laughter ) 

“T have no doubt that any remedy that 
I propose will be assaulted, but if those 
who believe that the trust must remain 
and those who believe that the trust 
means good will accept the best remedy 
they can find, try it, and then accept a 
better one, ff a better one is proposed, 
and keep on trying until the people are

“2? That the evidence should show that 
this corporation has not in the past and 
is not attempting now to monopolize any 
branch of industry or a branch of any 
article of merchandise; and, 

‘3. Providing for that publicity which 
everybody has spoken of, and about 
which everybody agrees. Suppose that {s 
done. Who its here to say that such a 
law would be unconstitutional? 

“The supreme court, in deciding the 
Knight case, did not say that a broader 
law than the present one would be un- 
constitutioral. It is true there are things 
in the decision which lead to that, but 
until that question is presented to the 
court, you cannot say that the court has 
passed upon {t. But suppose the law is 
passed and !{s held unconstitutional: then 
We can amend the constitution. The gen- 
tierran suggests that it is a difficult thing 
to get two-thirds of both houses to favor 
an amendment and three-fourths of the 
states. It Is a difficult thing, but if the 
people want to destroy the trusts you can 
get two-thirds of both houses and three- 
fourths of the states. But what is the 
alternative? Sit down and do nothing? 
Allcw them to trample upon you and ride 
rough shod over you and then thank 
God that you. still have some life left? 
Is that the only remedy?

(Continued cheers 
and applause.)

‘‘Nebraska has such a law, passed two 
years ago. Tennessee has such a law, 
passed two years ago. Such.a law was 
passed, or was introduced, in the state of 
New York, but so far it has not reached 
the stage of actual law in the state of 
New York.

_ANTI-TRUST DELEGATES MEET. 


Movement Will Now Be Made Na- 
tional in Its Scope. 


Chicago, September 16.—Anti-trust dele- 
gates to the national trust conference 
took action today to make the anti-trust 
movemert a national one. 

A mecting of prominent anti-trust dele- 
gates, including M. M. Lockwood, presi- 
dent of the Anti-Trust League: Con- 
etessman Sutherland, of Nebraska; John 
D. Yellet. of Maryland, and others met 
this afternoon at the Sherman house 
immediately after the adjournment of the 
congress and decided to hold a meeting 
of the enti-trust. delegates ta the close of 
the conference, when strong anti-trust 
resolutions will be adopted and plans 
agreed upon to make the anti-trust move- 
ment national in scope and to make it 
the paramount issue in the forthcoming 
presidential campaign. Prominent anti- 
trust delegates declared the movement 
was in no sense a political one, but its 
importance overshadowed all else. 

The idea of attempting to force anti- 
trust resolutions through the trust con- 
ference had been abandoned. It was 
the general ovinion that such action 
would only result in a row and Colonel 
Bryan’s action #@a refusing to present his 
resolutions for that reason was upheld 
by his friends.

A Change of Policy. 

Instead of issuing a proclamation ad- 
vising the people to flee for their lives 
as was done in 1897 and 1898, the state 
board of health has abandoned its depop- 
ulation theory, and in a public statement 
the secretary of the board outlines the 
future policy as opposition to quaran- 
tines when the first cases are reported, 
and modern methods of sanitation to pre- 
vent a spread. ‘‘With our increased ex- 
posure to the island of Cuba we will 
probably have fever in the south every 
year,”’ says the statement, ‘‘so the ruin- 
ous policy of meaningless quarantines 
must cease or the country is irretreviably 
ruined.”’ 

The board is unquestionably right and 
is being very generally commended for 
this policy. Two years of quarantine 
have demonstrated beyond all doubt to 
the people of Mississippi that this method 
does not afford absolute protection, no 
difference how tightly the lines may be 
drawn. 

It Is a Mild Type. 

The board does not recognize, how- 
ever, that the fever of the present is not 
the fever of the past. If the Mississippi 
variety is a fair example, Yellow Jack 
has become entirely modernized, and is 
now so attenuated as to lose all its terrors 
so far as the fear of death is concerned.

BIG SPIDERS FROM CEYLON. 


They Catch Larks and Lizards in 
Their Strong Webs.

Far up in the mountains of Ceylon there’ 


is a spider that spins a web like bright 
yellowish silk, the central net of which 
is five feet in dlameter, while the support- 
ing lines, or guys, as they are called, 
measure sometimes ten or twelve feet; 
and, riding quickly tn the early morning, 
you may dash right into it, the stout 
threads twining round your face like a 
lace veil, while, as the creature who has 
woven it takes up his position in the mid- 
dle, he generally catches you right in the 
nose, and, though he seldom bites or 
stings, the contact of his large body and 
long legs is anything but pleasant. If 
you forget yourself and try to catch him, 
bite he will, and, though not yenomous, 
his jaws are as powerful as a bird’s beak, 
and you are not likely to forget the en- 
counter. 

The bodies of these spiders are very 
hondsomely decorated, being bright gold 
or scarlet underneath, while the upper 
part is covered with the most delicate 
slate-colored fur. So strong are the webs 
that birds the size of larks are frequently 
caught therein, and even the small but 
lizard falls a victim.

By all moral and ethical rights the 
Transvaal should have an important 
port on the seacoast, but the British 
Octopus has extended its tentacles in 
every direction, ready to crush her, and 
Portugal, if need be, should she prove 
friendly to the \Boers. And now the 
British government insists that the 
lqueen’s subjects, ‘thousands of whom 
have been attracted by the gold fields 
there, shal} have the same political 
rights as the Boers, who settled the 
country, founded the republic, wrested 
its indeepndence from England by two 
lcontests but are numerically smalier 
than the Ulitlanders. President Paul 
Kruger recently expressed the Boer ob- 
jection to the franchise _ proposition, 
except after a continuous residence of 
from five to seven years, in these words: 

‘A man cannot serve two masters. 
Either he will hate the one and cling to 
the other, despise the one and love the 
other. Now, the Englishman wants to 
do this. He demands the franchise from 
me, desires to become a burgher, and yet 
when it comes to trouble he would for- 
sake me in a moment and claim the pro- 
tection of the queen. How can I give 
such men the chance to vote? They do 
mot take any interest in our country. 
They have not come here to settle. They 
wieh us no good. I want to be fair with 
everyone who comes here to live, and 
when he has proved that he is a good 
citizen, and wants to help us, I want 
him to vote. But we have a law for big- 
amy in the Transvaal, and it is necessa- 
cry for a man to put off his old love be- 
fore taking on a new.” 

And the writer adds: 

“When one has lived in Johannesburg 
he recognizes the truth of Mr. Kruger's 
reply. The rand is a standing ground for 
a@ great mass of people from all over the 
earth. Very few remain there for more 
than one or two years, and only that long, 
for the most part, because they cannot 
raise the money to get away. They are 
only concerned in making a fortune rap- 
idly and returning to a pleasant country 
as quickly as possible. You do note see 
persons moving out on the yvoldt and cul- 
tivating the soil; no one cares a rap 
about developing the country. Only the 
Boers are fit for that. But this surging 
mob is discontented. Nearly every one 
gambles in stocks, horse racing or poker, 
and when he loses it is attributed to the 
Boer government.

ders. In the meantime the improved con- 
ditions of commerce and the development 
of export trade, beginning im 1854, at- 
tracted large numbers of Europeans, and 
the cape settlements became important 
possessions for England. 

War broke out between the Transvaal 
republic and the Kaffirs, under Chief Se- 
kukuni, and this unfcrtunate circum- 
Starnce was used by the English govern- 
ment at Cape Colony to again force Brit- 
ish sovereignty upon the Bcers, and on 
April 12, 1877, it was annexed as the 
Transvaal province of the British empire. 
This act of violenzte met with hardly any 
protest in the Engl sh parliament, an. 
the cape government even went so far as 
to give secret. aid and support to tne 
Zulus, with whom the Boers were con- 
tinually at war. 

Karly in 1879 the British governor gen- 
eral of Cape Cojony declared war agadnst 
the Zulu King Ketshwayo. The English 
at the outset suffered several defeats, and 
Natal colony for a time was exposed to 
great danger. The Boers remained neu- 
tral, however, and this enabled England, 
with assistance from heme, to terminate 
the war to her advantage. 


The Boer Struggle for Independence, 


Fresh troubles occirred in Zululand in 
1:80, and was renewed because the Basuto 
tribe cf natives, hvretofore friendly to 
the English, refused to comply with the 
general demand for the deiivery of their 
firearms. An insurrection also broke out 
in East Griqua Land, but in both cases 
the natives were subjugated the same 
year. 

In 1879 the Boers made an appeal to her 
Britannic maiesty to restore their ind:- 
rendence, and om December 16, 1880, they 
notified the high commissioner, Colonel 
Sir O. Lanycn, that they would abrogate 
the allegiance forced upon them against 
their consent. They commanded about

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ef hostilities numerically inferior, but 
with strong artillery, which the Boers did 
not possess, were stationed at Natal and 
the Transvaal, under the command of 
General Sir George Pomeroy Colley. They 
were rapidly re-enforced with 4,500 troops 
from England and Indla, a battery from 
St. Helena and by marines and aallors 
from the fleet, so that they were soon 
equal in numbers to the Boers, while far 
superior to them in artillery. The Eng- 
lish dispatched three companies from 
Lyndenburg to Pretoria before the war 
had been declared. They were met by the 
Boers December 20th at Bronkers Spruit 
and were forced to capitulate after a loss 
of one-third of their number. 


on the 18th and between the l6éth and 22d 
the British garrisons at Pretoria, Wak- 
kerstrom, Lyndenburg and Standarton 
were surrounded and isloated. The gar- 
rison at Potchefstrom surrendered March 
21, 1881, a few days before peace was con- 
cluded; those of Pretoria, Lyndenburg and 
Standarton held out. 

In the open field every engagement 
proved disastrous to the British. Janu- 
ary 26, 1881, General Colley crossed the In- 
gago and attacked the 2,000 Boers under 
Joubert at Laing’s Nek, on the Drakens- 
berg, in Natal, but his assault was re- 
pulsed without any damage to the Boers. 
On February 8th a British column of five 
companies, sent back from camp to New- 
castle, the British supply depot, was cut 
to pleces and reached its destination in a 
demoralized state under. the providential 
protection of a hurricane. 

Battle of Majuba Hill. 

British forces at Laing’s Nek re- 
ceived important re-enforcements from 
Durban February 18th, and during the 
night of the 26th they succeeded in gain- 
ing the heights of Majuba hill unobserved. 
This formed the support of the right wing 
of the Boers, and strategically gave the 
ienglish a great advantage in the coming 
battle, which began to rage early the 
next morning. Majuba hill forms a rocky 
declivity, presenting obstacles of an al- 
most insurmountable character, but with 
a dash and stubborn courage that noth- 
ing could baffle, the Boers charged the 
English forces on the hill and captured 
the heights with comparatively small 
loss. Additional re-enforcements arrived 
from England, India and the Mediterra- 
nean, and in March General Sir C. Wood 
assumed supreme command of the Brit- 
ish forces, but the last battle of the war 
had been fought. On March 6th General 
Wood ordered a suspension of hostilities, 
which, by agreement, was extended to 
the 18th, when the peace preliminaries 
were ratified. On the 23d the Boers va- 
cated Laing’s Nek and delivered up their 
prisoners. ‘Toward the end of July, 1881, 
formal peace was ratified, and the Brit- 
ish troops were withdrawn from the 
Transvaal republic, whose independence 
was thus recognized. 

In a convention with England, conclud- 
ed in 1884, the Transvaal assumed its 
former name of the South African repub. 
lic. Only limited sovereignty remained 
to the crown, inasmuch as agreements 
between the Transvaal and other nations 
or peoples, except the Orange Free State, 
alone requires the crown’s sanction. The 
president of the republic is elected for 
five years; the legislativé powers are 
vested in the raad, or council, consisting 
of forty-six representatives elected by the 
peonle. 

The attitude of Great Britain toward 
these independent and brave people is il- 
lustrated by two ronspicuous examples. 
In 1876 the Transvaal government entered 
into negotiations for the building of a line 
of railroad to the Portuguese port of 
Delagoa Bay. As the construction of this 
line would have made the 
mefcially independent of British Natal 
and would have opened up for her com- 
merce a far more direct and natural out- 
let than the circuitous route via Natal. 
England took steps to thwart the enter- 
prise and availed herself of the predatory 
expedition which the Kaffir chief, Siku- 
Kuni, furnished by England with supplies, 
arms and ammunition, undertook against 
the Transvaal, to annex the republic on 
the specious pretext that it was ‘“‘for the 
protection of the Christian population.” 

The Jameson Raid. 

In order to prevent the republir 
an eventual approach toward the German 
possessions in southwest Africa, Great 
Britain proclaimed a protectorate over all 
border states situated west and north of 
the Transvaal to the 22d degree southern 
latitude and 20th degree longitude east of 
Greenwich. In 1884 the Boer free state of 
Nieuwe Republik arose in the southeast. 
ern part of the Transvaal, through which

the hoers hoped to open an independent 


route tothe sea. 

After the war of independence the untfon 
of Afrikanders was called into life, em- 
bracing a compact of the Boers in south- 
east Africa, having for its object a con- 
federation of all the states populated by 
the descendants of the Netherlands. ; 

In the last days of 1895 the British at- 
tempted another coup against the repub. 
lic. A well-organized force of adventur- 
ers, many of them hardened fighters, fully 
equipped with modern guns and every- 
thing to insure the Success of their enter- 
prise, secretly left Natal to Surprise the 
burghers and seize the Transvaal. The 
expedition has passed into history as the 
Jameson raid. sefore the British were 
aware of their danger, they were sur- 
rounded by the Boer riflemen, und ina 
bloody engagement were hopelessly de- 
feated.

Three Atlanta Roads Were Represented 
at the Conference. 


INSPECTED 


They Call for an Elevated Structure 
on the Present Site. 


TEN TRACKS AND NO STREETS CLOSED

The Time Limit Granted to the Com- 
panies Will Soon Expire—Roads 
Must Act by October Ist. 


A meeting of railwey officials was held 
at Nashville on Friday to inspect plans 
for Atlanta’s new union station. The 
plans examined were prepared by Messrs, 
Adler & Carthell, of Chicago, and H. T. 
McDaniel, of Cincinnati. 

An outline of the plans was published 
in The Constitution a month ago. They 
call for an elevated station with ten 
tracks on the site of the present depot. 
No street would be closed and there 
would be no viaduct at Whitehall. Pe- 
destrians, vehicles and street cars would 
pass under the tracks. The grade of the 
tracks would not exceed per cent 
and no street would be cut down more 
than two feet. 

The total cost of the station approaches 
and improvements would be $600,000. 

Officials of all the Atlanta 
have been furnished with the 
plans and all the companies were invited 
to send representatives to Nashville. 
Major J. W. Thomas represented the 
Western and Atlanta. President George 
C. Smith was there for the Atlanta and 
West Potnt, and Superintendent Berkeley 
went up for the Seaboerd. 

Neither the Central nor the Southern 
was represented, so far as learned, Vice 
President Gannon, of the Southern, was 
at Knoxville the day before and it was 
assumed that he would go over to Nash- 
ville, but there is no information that 
he was there,

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ESCAPED CONVICT ARRESTED. 


Is Returnea to Penitentiary. 

Washington, September 16.—An accom- 
plished swindler, shrewd confidence man 
and a fugitive from justice for years, 
Rev. Dr. G. T. Howard was captured 
today by Postoffice Inspectors Baird and 
Gould, at Jackson, Mich. The inspectors 
will take him to Columbus, O., to serve 
out the unexpired term of his sentence. 

Howard escaped from the Ohio peniten- 
tilary about two years ago, after having 
served less than three years of a 
year sentence for using the United States 
mails for fraudulent purposes. Howard, 
who equipped himself with a dozen con- 
venient names, is a man of more than 
ordinary intelligence, fine education and 
great energy and is a persuasive orator 
and forceful writer. He is a doctor of 
divinity and a lawyer and was the editor 
of «wo or three religious publications. 
His conviction necessitated two long 
trials, the first of which resulted in a 
jury disagreement. Witnesses were sub- 
poenaed from all parts of the country 
and Europe, among them being Hon. 
Robert. T. Lineoln. minister to Great 
Britain, and Hon. John C. New, consul 
general to London. 

By sending circulars broadcast over 
this country representing that the re- 
ciplents were heirs to estates in various 
places in Europe, Howard, under the 
name of E. Ross, William Lord Moorem 
and Joseoan Leger, secured thousands 
of dollars in small remittances from his 
victims. Early in 1894 Howard was weon- 
victed, fined $1,200 and sent to the Ohio 
penitentiary for nine years and a month. 
Since his escape he has been operating 
in the west, his vietims principally resid- 
ing in Great Britain. He is regarded, by 
the postal authorities as one of the most 
dangerous confidence men and swindlers 
in the country.

Veritably she was the founder and pro- 
moter of the Beethoven Society. tt was 
from her opera chorus book—at this first 
meeting—a selection was made. There 
were six persons present—Mrs. P. H. 
Snook, Mrs. Lewis Clarke, Mrs. Mary 
Madden, a fine pianist, and Messrs. Par> 
kins, Edward A. Warner, John Doonan. 
Mr. Parkins was made president and Pro- 
fessor Steele musical director; Mrs. Mad- 
den pianist. It rapidly grew to such pro- 
portions Mr. Warren gave them the use 
of the hall over the Georgia railroad de- 
pot. Fine concerts and musical soirees 
were given. Programmes 
gems from the Italian 
eras, both in solo and chorus, formed 
fine piano solos and violin solos.

After reading Mr. Bourke Cockran’s 
very able address on trusts, it is in 
order to ask his opinion on the sub- 
ject which he has discussed. He is a 
very bright man, so bright that we 
are lost in wonderment that his bril- 
liance does not shed more light on 
the trust question. His treatment of 
the subject runs to copiousness, but it 
is the copiousness of rhetoric, which 
deals with catchy phrases and senten- 
ces that constantly threaten to be re- 
ally epigrammatic; but the gist of 
the matter is left in repose. 

If information is what the reader is 
after, he wil! not find it in Mr. Cock- 
ran’s address. It frequently happens 
that the rhetoricign is able to deal 
with broad principles and apply them 
im a way to attract attention. But 
this seems not to be Mr. Cockran’s 
forte. To deal with eeneralities is,s 
perhaps, the easiest method of discus- 
won, and it is also the most pleasing 
to those who do not care to do anv 
great amount of thinking; but it is 
not safisfactorv to those who are fond 
of investigating matters for 
themselves. 

It can be said that Mr. Cockran 
touches all sides of the trust question, 
but he never toveches the core of it. 
He refuses to go to the root of the 
matter, which {is this—will it be the 
effect, and is it the tendency of the 
trusts to erush out all

The whole state of Ohio, in the person 
of its attorney general. has been en- 
gaged for a year or more ina strenn- 
ous effort to comne!l the Standard Oil 
Company to bring a few of its books 
fMmto the court.

If this defiance of the demands of 
publicity can be successfully carried 
out, as it has been, in one case, it can 
be carried out in all. Therefore, Mr. 
Cockran’s remedy—we will not do him 
the injustice to say that he suggests 
it seriously—is seen to be no more sub- 
stantial than the evening vapors that 
form, float and disappear in the west- 
ern sky. 

At present, the discussion of the 
combinations that have recently or- 
ganized in this country must be pure- 
ly tentative. The great majority of 
them came before the public as joint 
stock companies. A trust may be 
many things at once, but it is not a 
joint stock company. Moreover, more 
than one-half of these new combina- 


tions are over-capitalized to such an 


extent that they cannot possibly dam- 
age any part of the public except that 
which speculates in stocks. 

Nevertheless, it is obvious that these 
combinations have in view some new 
method or methods of dealing with 
production, and with the public. It is 
equally obvious that they are not en- 
gaged in any conspiracy to cheapen the 
products from which they expect to 
derive their profits. It has been get 
forth as an argument in their favor 
that their operations dp, in fact. 
cheapen prices. The-assertion is still 
on crutches. It cannot stand alone, 
and it has no array of facts to prove 
it. Any business man will tell you 
that competition is more likely to 
cheapen products than a monopoly. 
Otherwise, there is no such thing in 
the business world as common sense, 
and our so-called science of eeconom- 
fes has for years been standing on its 
head with its legs spraddling in the 
air. 

We wish Mr. Cockran well, but we 
could wish also that his gift of expres- 
Sion had been allied in this case to a 
sound and clear understanding of the 
subject in hand. It is a difficult mat- 
ter to deal understandingly with a phe- 
nomenon so new and so startling. The 
only way to discuss the matter at pres- 
ent is to apply certain well known 
principles to the possible development 
of these combinations.

Such a legal provision as this has 
much to recommend it to the law-mak- 
ing bodies of the United States, while 
at the same time there is a natural 
hesitancy in condemning a man _ to 
death for a crime less grave than that 
of homicide. There are peculiar cir- 
cumstances in Finley’s case, such, 
however, as might arise in any in- 
stance of highway robbery, and which 
may very plainly show the justice of 
the law. Finley held up a country 
merchant one night near Pubaski City, 
robbed his person, and when his vic- 
tim attempted to escape, fired at him 
several times with a revolver. The in- 
tent to kill was present, and all that 
operated against Its fulfillment was 
the lack of skill on the part of the 
robber. It looks here as though the 
law had a clear reason for decreeing 
death. The governor of Virginia has 
i'been beseiged by petitions for ¢ com- 
mutation of Finley’s sentence, but he 
remained obdurate, holding that it 
would be impossible to find a case 
‘wherein the penalty prescribed could 
have been more deserved. 
| When a malefactor enters the house 
'of a man bent on plunder, he is usual- 
ily prepared to commit murder, if ne- 
cessary to cover his crime, or save 
himself. Countless numbers of good 
men have fallen victims to just such 
|midnight marauders, and their deaths 
|have never been avenged. Make it a 
eapital offense to commit burglary or 
highway robbery, and there will be a 
startling and eratifying decrease _ in 
this species of crime. A community 
owes the highest protection to its law- 
abiding members, and this appears to 
be a very effectual way of providing for 
it in a certain direction. 
| Of course, there will be the usual 
argument that a q@ime cannot be pun- 
ished until it is committed. but then 
there {fs the fact, which cannot be con- 
troverted, that a man once a criminal 
seldom stops at any step necessary to 
escape detection or justice. and in this 
very truth lies the wisdom of making 
provision for the gentry disposed to 
‘midnight operations as a means of 
livelihood. To be sure, ft would not 
ibe wise to proceed along such a rig- 
‘orous line until we are assured as to 
‘the outcome of the experiment now 
under wav. At anv rate it is well to 
watch the example thus set. and, if 
possible, to profit by the experience of 
‘the state that has heen bold enough to 
make such a radical departure from 
the common legal code.

Southern Negroes in the North. 

The experience of southern negroes 
in Illinois does not constitute an ar- 
gument calculated to forward the 
movement to provide for a general dif- 
fusion of the race throughout the 
country. 

Our readers remember the treatment 
accorded to the negroes who went to 
Pana, Illinois, to accept positions as 


‘workmen. Instead of finding friends 
there, they found enemies, even among 
'the republicans. The republican gov- 
|ernor was full of threats and warnings, 
‘and, in short, the negroes found them- 
'selves in a state of war. The law was 
| Suspended so far as they were concern- 
'ed, and they were treated as outlaws. 

The negroes have had a similar ex- 
“perience at Rockford, in the same 
state. A hint of the situation there is 
‘conveyed by a special dispatch print- 
ied in The Inter Ocean. It is stated 
‘that the mayor and the chief of police 
‘have arranged for fhe transportation 
‘south of the “big gang” of negroes 
who went to Rockford to work with a 
‘railroad ballasting crew. This “gane” 
i{t is further stated, “has been on the 
‘city’s hands for several days.” and the 
dispatch concludes with this signifi- 
icant remark: “The ecoroner’s jury 
'Saturday will resume the investigation 
‘Into the deaths of Miles Lae and 
‘George Woodward, the negroes who 
i'were killed.”

We have been unable to 
diseover in the northern press one sin- 
gle denunciation of the various mur- 
| ders and assassinations that have tak- 
'en place in Rockford. If it be said that 
}such denunciations would do no good, 
we reply that they would do just as 
much good in these cases. and certain- 
ly less harm, than the blind and vehe- 
/ment addresses to the south when a 
negro is killed here. 
| We have not a complete history of 
‘the Rockford cases before us, but the 
fact seems to be that after the south- 
ern negroes had gone to work, they 
found one or two of their number dead 
on the track every morning. It soon 
‘became clear that they were the vic- 
‘tims of an organized scheme of assas- 
'sination, and they found this’ state of 
things so different from what they had 
| been led to anticipate, and so discour- 
‘aging in every way, that they made 
‘haste to give up their jobs and to beg 
to be transported back to their homes 
‘in the south. Social equality, if they 
found it there, was no compensation 
for assassination, and they put up a 
‘plea to be allowed to return to the 
south, where they pork peacefully, 
and are not only permitted. but urged 
‘to earn their living in their own way, 
and according to their individual ca- 
| pacities. 

As having a bearing on this case, 
‘We may mention that a federal judge 
has recently decided that a state court 
ihas no right to prohibit the importa- 
\tion of labor from another state. The 
‘decision, indeed, goes further than 
‘that. It is based on the broad princ}- 
ple that under the constitution of the 
United States, no state has the right to 
prohibit the citizens of another state 
from entering it in search of work, 
‘unless they belong to certain classes 
whose entrance may be interdicted on 
moral or sanitary grounds, as, for in- 
Stance, convicts, lepers and the like. 
‘Governor Tanner, the great republican 
governor of Illinois. it will be remem- 
bered, prohibited Alabama negroes 
from going to lilinois—to Pana. He had 
an idea that there ought to be a law 
of that kind, and he framed it and 
passed it (in his mind) and acted ac- 
cordingly. There is a section of the 
‘revised statutes which applies to Tan- 
ner’s case, and which leaves the presi- 
dent no choice but to apply it. But the 
'mandatory character of the statute 
made no difference in this instance. 
‘Tanner is a republican, and Illinols is 
a republican state, wherefwe the ad. 
ministration coneluded it would be un- 
'seemly to stir up the brethren. 
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Avoid Politics, Young Man. 

The most dangerous, ungrateful and 
unpromising field of endeavorjoffered 
the young man of today is Ahat of 
politics.

The origin of chess ts shrouded in mystery. 
There is but little doubt, however, that its 
birthplace was in India, and that it is an off- 
spring of a game called chaturanga, which is 
mentioned in oriental literature as in use fully 
200 years before the Christian era. From India 
chess spread into Persia, and thence into 
Arabia, and ultimately the Arabs took it into 
Spain and the rest of western Europe. 
game was in all probability invented for the 
purpose of illustrating the art of war. The 
Arab legend upon this point is that it was de- 
vised for the instruction of a young despot 
by his father, a learned Brahmin, to teach 
him that a king, notwithstanding his power, 
was dependent for safety upon his subjects. 
The Greek historians credit the invention of 
the game to Palamedes, who, they claim, de- 
vised it to beguile the tedium of the siege of 
Troy during the Trojan war.

His first experience in 
the managerial world was by a 
Stranded musician named Doeppe. and 
was a case of the office seeking the man. 
This was in 1883. 

“Mr. Doeppe came here with a great 
flourish cf t:tmpets and with t ‘stimonials 
of all sorts as to his ability as manager 
and getter-up of festivals. He really was 
a genius of small proportions in the 
matter of getting up things, but aspired 
to iarger things than he was able to han- 
dle. He came to Atlanta and interested 
the musi:al people in his scheme. which 
Was to organize in the cities of the state 
splendid choruses, which he would have 
trained and bring together in Atlanta in 
&@ great festival. ite represenied himself 
as having emple means to carry out his 
enter) rise, and of course the musicians of 
Atlruta at once agreed assist him as 
far as they could.

On the Sunday 
preceding the festival, which was to open 
Thursday, the 16th of November. Mr. 
Doeppe visited a gentleman in the city 
and said that he was financially a wreck 
and that the whole enterpr would fall 
through unless the citizens of Atlanta 
came to his rescue, and he further stated 
that unless they did hé would commit sul{- 
cide. Henry Grady and Colonel John T.

Marengo Was His Favorite and Bore 

Him at the Battle of Waterloo. 
From The Regiment (England.) 

It is strange that for so great a warrior 
very little is Known about the great em- 
peror’s “‘mounts’’ on the fleld of battle. 
Napoleon's selection of a white horse was 
undoubtedly to impress the sense of his 
personality on his troops, as was the ex- 
treme plainness of the uniform of colonel 
of the Chasseurs of the guard he almost 
invariably wore. There is no reason, how- 
ever, to belleve that Napoleon always 
rode a white or gray horse. Horace Ver- 
net paints him at Jena on a bay or black 
charger, but in the majority of cases Na- 
poleon is represented on a white barb. 
The following horses are at any rate 
mentioned in history, and were brought 
by the emperor from Egypt before the 
isth Brumaire: Marengo, Austerlitz, Ma- 
rie, Ali, Jeffa. Of these we have most 
mention of Marengo and Marie. Napoleon 
is undoubtedly painted on Marengo by 
Meissonier in his ‘‘1814,"" also in a portrait 
He seems to 
have ridden Marengo at Austerlitz, Wa- 
gram, the Russian campaign and Water- 
loo. There is to my mind some doubt that 


he rode him at Jena so I have not men- | 


tioned that battle, Now we come to the 
last occasion on which he bore his great 
master in the fleld—Waterloo. It is evi- 
dent that Marengo was wounded in this 
action, and not for @#he first time. ° 
The Brigade of Guards possesses a hoof 
of his made tnto a snuff box, which is 
passed around in the guard room at St. 
James’s palace after dinner. It distinet- 
ly says on the silver band whieh sur- 
rounds the hoof that he was 


leon was on him in the sunken 
advance of the French position. It is 
doubtful how many hours the French em- 
peror really spent in the saddle on that 
famous Sunday; he was undoubtedly suf- 
fering from dysuria, which his 
lethargy at La Mos- 
kowa, also from the fearful strain of the 
three preceding days. I think we may 
take it, after consulting various authors, 
that he inspected his line at about 11:20 
a. m. on the 18th. The first shot was fired, 
according to General Lord Hill, at 11:50 
a. m. According to General Sir Evelyn 
Wood, in his masterly work, ‘‘Cavalry,’’ 
in the Waterloo campaign Napoleon spent 
most of the day seated at a table witha 
map spread before him. The first evidence 
we have of him on horseback is after the 
repulse of D’Erlon’s infantry by the Un- 
ion brigade, when General Count .Mil- 
haud sent forward Traver'’s brigade of 
Cuirassiers supported by Jasquint’s lan- 
cer brigade. Napoleon rode on the bridge 
and watched the Union brigade taken in 
turn by the Cuirassiers. It is possible 
that Marengo may then have received 
his wound, but I think it doubtful. 

Thiers, in his ‘‘Histoire du Consulat et 
ide lEmbpire,’’ represents Napoleon at 
Waterloo on “‘un cheval mal dresse”’ (a 
horse badly broken.) I think we may rea- 
sonably doubt this statement. Napoleon 
though a daring horseman, was by no 
means a good one, and in any case that 
description could not refer to Marengo; 
besides, he had a great dislike to an un- 
steady horse, and, having the state of his 
health in view, it is most improbable his 
equerries would have let him ride one. I 
think it most probable that after Ma- 
rengo’s wound the emperor changed 
horses. There is, I fhink, sufficient evi- 
dence to prove that during the attack 
of tha imoerial guard Napoleon was 
mounted on Marie, a gray mare. It is 
probable the emperor brought many 
horses besides Marengo to Russia, as it 
was necessary to be well mounted in 
such a difficult country. Lieutenant Gen- 
eral the Baron de Marbot, when starting 
on that campaign in command of the 
Twenty-third chasseurs, considered seven 
“mounts” none too many. Napoleon was 
undoubtedly a hard man on a horse, and 
when his temper was excited would fre- 
quently strike it on the head and wrench 
its mouth with the curb, all this the 
horse had to be used to before being 
given to his majesty to ride. Also at 
times. when his brain was excited, a fu- 
rious gallop eased him; note the time he 
spent in the saddle in 1809, when he left 
the army in Spain on hearing of Austria 
declaring war. against him. Marengo un- 
doubtedly was Napoleon's favorite 
charger, and seems to have been rid- 
den by him on all occasions of cere- 
monial.

ARP ON DIVORCES 


Says the Increase from Year to Year 
la Them Is Alarming, 


WAS DIFFERENT YEARS AGO 


Bill Says He Does Not Know What 
the Poor Girls Will Do if Mat- 
ters Do Not Mend. 


Who are the marriageable girls going to 
marry? This generation cannot judge the 
future by the past, for the past does not 
interest them. The present is their chief 
concern. Only the old people who mar- 
ried half a century ago can appreciate 
the contrast between now and then and 
the change for the worse js alarming. The 
marriage relation has lost much of its se- 
riousness, its solemnity, its dignity, and 
consequently separations and divorces 
have increased far more rapidly than pop- 
ulation, During the past Qwenty years 
population has increased 60 per cent, while 
divorces have increased 157 per cent. 
What a record of broken vows and conju- 
gal misery. Dr. Landrum, the eminent 
Baptist preacher of Atlanta, sald in a re- 
cent sermon, ‘‘Our homes are in peril. The 
foundations of society are threatened. 
Marriage ts too often a mockery. Divorces 
are rapidly multiplying in our courts and 
domestic depravity grows apace." 

But legal divorces are but a small pro- 
portion of the number of separations, and 
a still smaller proportion of unhappy mar- 
ried people who suffer and endure their 
conjugal misery rather than mortify their 
children or excite a public scandal. A 
notable lady of our town declared recently 
that she knew of but two happily married 
couples in ou¢e whole community. Only 
two who are as loving and devoted as 
when they stood at the marriage altar. 
We all know many who if not as happy 
as when first married, are as loving and 
kind to each other, and their happiness 
is only marred by the anxieties incident 


| to married life. 


St. Paul said, ‘‘The love of money ts the 
root of all evil,’””’ and Ben Franklin said, 
“The lack of it is the cause of all misery.”’ 
Neither of these assertions are altogether 
true, but they approximate the truth. I 
was ruminating about the greed and self- 
ishness of mankind, for I have been read- 
ing about these trusts so much of late 
that like the City of Shushan, I have be- 
come perplexed and don't know what is 
going to be the end of it. In The Satur- 
day Review of September 2d and 9th, 
Which is a ladies’ journal of great ex- 
cellence, published in Atlanta, there are 
two articles on trusts, wwritten by 
Alfred E. Seddon, an Englishman, I be- 
lleve, but now a citizen of Atlanta, which 
for cogent and classic thought excites 
both admiration and alarm.

Popular denunciation, the press, 
the enactments of congress and legisla- 
tures are like s0 many waves spending 
their impotent wrath in vain upon the 
monster. Trusts will continue to move 
on. They will grow in power and will in 
time corral all the wealth, the trans- 
portion, the produce of our mines

The great drawback to growing oats 
successfully is the extreme cold weather 
of winter. Farmers are afraid to risk 
much on the oat crop. They*say, “I

I want them to try my plan once be- 
fore they fully decide to,give up sow- 
ing Oats.

The oats that were killed by the freeze 
were sown breadcast at the rate of four 
bushels per acre and harrowed’in, They 
cidn’t make a peck, They were a com- 
plete failure. I, for one, will not risk 
it any more only as an experiment.

drilled with a common guano distrib- 
utor. My plan is to break the land well 
and harrow smooth with the Acme, or 
Some other good harrow, and lay into 
rows eighteen inches apart with a five- 
inch shovel on a distributor.

NEW KINDS OF WINDMILLS. 


They Can Be Made of Playing Cards, 
Feathers from the Old Gray Hen. 
What’s the use of buying windmills 

when you can make better ones yourself? 

Every one knows how to make the sim- 

ple windmill by cutting into the corners 

of a square piece of paper and bending

If, now, you want to make a 
windwheel, take a circular piece of pa- 
per five inches in diameter, and using 
your compass, draw a circle in it one 
inch from the outside. Then draw about

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a dozen lines from the center to the inner 
circle; cut along these lines with knife 
or scissors and then bend the ends out, 
taking care to bend each alternate end in 
the opposite direction. Then you have 
a windwheel which will revolve perfectly 
in the slightest breeze. 

Another kind of windmill can be nicely 
made out of a cork and a few feathers 
plucked from the old gray hen. Bore a 
few holes in the cork at equal distances 
from each other, and stock the feathers 
into the holes. Then bore the cork 
lengthwise and put a hairpin through, 
giving it a little bend so that the cork 
cannot touch the wood into which it is 
stuck to serve as a handle, and now you 
have a feather windmill. 

A windmill with five wings is a fine 
kind to have, and can be easily made out 
of an old postal card. First fasten a hpop 
of wood to a stick (as shown in the illus- 
tration), and then cut out five circles from 
the postal card, as large as you can. 
Slit the circles at four equal distant 
points, turn the ends inward and outward 
alternately, stick the ends to the centers 
by a pin and put them on the hoop at 
equal distances, and you have a fine wind- 
mill with five parts. 

And, finally, here is a windmill that 
you cannot carry around, but fix it to the 
porch and youer-wHl enjoy looking at it. 
Take a snmfall cigar box and fasten the 
two ends to a spool, having a little piece 
of wood fixed in each. A second piece of 
wood serves as the axle of the mill on 
which a whole spool revolves, to which 
little bits of wood are glued. Four holes 
are bored in the spool, into which outer 
ends of these stocks fasten playing cards 
or other bits of stiff pasteboard, to serve 
as the wings of the windmill, and you 
have the finest boy’s windmill ever built.

Newsy Notes and Items of Interest to 
the Followers of Amateur Journalism. 
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A BRIEF HISTORY OF 
AMATEUR J OURNALISM. 


In The Pilot, published by Leroy, in 
New York, in 1881, I find an itteresting 
call upon the amateur journalists of that 
day. It goes right to the spot, and I 
am convinced that if such bugle calls 
were sounded today in the papers of the 
“Dom,” the members woukd have the 
advantage over their contemporaries of 
twenty, aye thirty, odd years ago. It 
would attract the attention of the young 
journalists knocking at the door for 
admittan#g: in the literary world. 

The article in question is as follows: 
The amateur journalism of today is de- 
generating. As amateur papers increase, so tn- 
crease the trashy, insipid and sensational pro- 
ductions. No doubt many of these are writ- 
ten to gratify the tastes cf those whose minds 
are so depraved as to desire temporary, rather 
than lasting good; but however far this may 
account for the evil, it In nowise can excuse it. 

The sculptor carves day after day upon the 
shapeless pillers of marble; yet his eye sees 
in the unbroken mass the fwture bust, and he 
seeks to bring it forth in all its beauty and 
perfection. 

The amateur author is blindly writing, not 
knowing the effect he will produce, and the 
character he will mold. Little does he think 
that he ts twining the vine or directing the 
future current of his reader’s life.

Amatcur journalism was probably born, as 
we might say, in the early part of the present 
century, as the first amateur journal we find 
any record of The Juvenile Portfolio. If 
appeared from Philadelphia, October 20, 1812, 
and was a weekly publication. The subscrip- 
tion price was $150 mer year; the editor, 
Thomas G. Condie, Jr. How long this paper 
was published we have no means of know- 
ing. 

No other amateur journal was heard from 
| for over thirty years. 

In 1846,. William Henry Dutton, of Boston, 
| Mass., started _the publication of The Sun- 
bears This was also a weekly, and is said to

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have been issued for more than six years, be- 
ing conducted with marked literary ability. 
Its editor afterwards became the editor of 
what is now one of Boston's most successful 
daily newspapers—The Transcript. 

The next amateur publication was The Bal- 
timore Herald, the first number of which made 
its appearance May 15, 186. This was pub+ 
lished semi-monthly at 50 cents per annum. Im 
size it was about 7x9 inches; its editor and 
prfniter, J. Norris Meyers. 

Another amateur journal made its appearance 
later in the same year. It was issued from 
Lancaster, N. H., and was called The Coos 
Herald. This, like The Juvenile Portfollo, was 
a weekly publication, its subscription being $1 
per year. 

From this time until 1867 nothing more 
was heard of amateur journalism, it having 
suddenly declined. 

With the advent of amateur printing pressed 
in 1867, amateur papers began to make their 
appearance ance* more. These were mostly 
printed by the publishers, though the printing 
was necessarily of a very poor character at 
first, but began to tmprove as their printers 
gained in experience. 

It was in 1869 that a wonderful revival took 
place in the amateur worid, began to 
spring into existence all ever tlie United 
States. 

Among the first and leading ones may be 
| mentioned The Yankee Pedler, of Norfolk, 
Con., E. A. Fry, editor; and The Young Sports- 
Man, of Boston, Mass., EB. A. Farwell, editor; 
The Owl, of Minneapolis; The Royal Union, 
The Dew Drop, Young American, Printers’ 
Ink, Merry Moments, Advertiser, and a num- 
ber of others followed. 

Amateur journalism steadily advanced from 
1870 until the present time (1880). The best 
journals were published from 1873 to 1875. 
These were called the halcyon days. 

Owing to an unfortunate mistake in 
the “make-up” of this column last week, 
the poem written by Mr. P. J. Donahue, 
of Savannah, did not appear as an- 
nounced.

KIPLING AS A BOY EDI:° 


The recent sale in London of a set of 
United Service College Chronicles—the 
paper which Rudyard Kipling edited as a 
boy—for the remarkable price of %500, is 
another illustration of the extraordinary 
eminence to which the famous author has 
risen during a comparativeiy short period. 

The little paper in question, about 
twelve by ten inches in size, was printed 
on four sheets of medium weight, gener- 
ally white, but sometimes of a pale yel- 
low tint, and was issued three times a 
year, at the end of each school term. 

Headed by the college arms—a Bible and 
crown between crossed swords, surround- 


ed with the motto: “Fear God, Honour 
the King,’’ the front page was devoted to 
editorial matter, the rest of the paper 


being made up of the accounts of cricket 
and football matches, school notices and 
the poetic effusions of those very few who 
aspired to that goal of fame. 

Rudyard Kipling was called to the edi 
torship about th year 1870, and occupied 
that position until he left the college, the 
first number under his charge being 
marked by an almost pathetic appeal for

contributions, which were to receive his, 
the editor’s, careful. attention—the boys, 
for some unknown reason, having pre- 
viously seldom offered matter for publi- 
cation in the college paper 

Overruling the boy editor, there was, of 
course, the censorship of the headmaster: 
and 


on many an occasion Kipling was 
heard to anathematise ‘‘Bates’’ for his 
unsparing, though doubtless judicicus, use 
of the bhue pencil over the former’s edi- 
torial work; Kipling, however, gaining 


his revenge in the memorable pen duel in 
the columns of The Brideford Gazette— 
files of which paper, of that period, should 


also be valuable in the eyes of the liter- 
ary curio collector. 
While previous to Kipling’s elitorship 


the college paper was regarded with little 
interest by the boys, being mainly com- 
posed by the masters, subsequently it was. 
eagerly loaked for, “gigs,’’ clever mots 
and verses being duly appreciated. 

The issue at no time having exceeded 
three or four hundred, each boy being 
only entitled to one copy, some numbers 
must be exeeeding!y rare, those of from 
1878 to 1882 being mainly in which Kipling’s 
contributions are likely to be found. 

As the majority of Kiplinge’s school fel- 
lows eventually found their way to for- 
eign lands—to India, where the lives of 
many, in his own words, have become 
the ‘‘seed of the empire;’’ to the British 
colonies, and the far west of America, 
some of these now valuable little papers 
may be discovered in most unexpected 
places, there bing probably not a few 
lurking on the Pacific coast, a number of 
Kipling’s former companions having set- 
tled there as ranchers.

In honor of the occasion and in mem- 
ory of one of the south’s noblest sons the 
school closed at 1 o’clock.

SUSPECTED OF BEING 
A ROYAL TURTLE. 


Honolulu, August 18.—Stray turtles, 
measuring four or five feet in length, 
do not often wander unmolested through 
the streets of a thickly populated city. 
But not long since a well-known family 
in Honolulu, Hawatian islands, received 
a visitor of this kind. Nobody knows 
where the great beast came from; he 
simply appeared one day at the garden 
Sate and, forcing an entrance, proceed- 
ed to make himself at home on the prem- 
ises. He was promptly expelled by one 
astonished family, to wander once more 
on the city streets—for they. did not 
know what else to do with him. The 
turtle had different ideas, however; he 
had found a comfortable home and 
meant to stay in it, he had very likely 
led a life of hardship an@ intended to 
end his days in peace and security, so 
he roturned, but was again turned out 
upon the cruel wortd. The turtle had 
a will of his own and was determined to 
live in that particular spot, so he crawl- 
ed in again the next time the gate was 
open. The family gave up in despair 
and allowed the uninvited guest to re- 
main a few days before they turned him 
out again. But he returned once more. 
This performance was repeated a numbe>: 
of times; if they shut the gate on him, 
he would rear up on his hind legs and 
put his two fore feet on the top—like a 
great dog. 

It was necessary to accept.the inevit- 
able. The people to whom he wished 
to attach himself began to feel a certain 
superstition and allowed him to take 
possession of the garden wh:ch he had so 
long coveted as his abode. There he 
crawls abowt in the daytime and sleeps 
at night and is given his three good 
méals a day of bran and water and 
scraps from the table. He is a perfectly 
harmless old fellow, and the chiidren 
have great sport with him two or three 
at a time riding on his back. It is only 
dangerous to place a hand on the side 
of his neck for, as he contracts his neck 


quickly within his shell, it is likely to 
be drawn in and injured. But his fun- 
niest characteristic developed afier he 


had been fairly accepted into the fami- 
ly circle; in return for the kindness ]av- 
ished upon him ‘he took upon himself the 
function of a watch dag. The poor beast 
is not able to bark, but when a siranger 
enters the gate he gives forth such joud 
and formidable hisses as to frighten 
the most courageous until they discover 
that his hiss is worse than his bite 

It is estimated that this great turtle 
is very old. While not of a rare species, 
he has grown to an unusual size. His 
néck is beginning to shrivel and take 
upon itself the drawn look of extreme 
age. Itis thought by some that he is 
the famous turtle that belonged to Ka- 
mehameha I. He was the greatest con- 
queror and king of the Hawalian 
lands, and lived over one hundred years 
ago. The animal remained for genera- 
tions in the custody of the royal family, 
and last belonged ‘to the queen dowager, 
Kapiolani, who died on June 24th. Some 
time before the queen's death the turtle 
disappeared. 3ut whether the queer oid 
beast, with its almost human inteili- 
gence, has such a romantic history or 
no, it is today one of the most interest- 
ing sights of Honolulu, though few vis- 
itors know of its existence.

WORKING IN THE AIR. 

The wire stringers follow about two 
miles behind. They work much more 
rapidly now than formerly. In the old 
days they were content to put up one 
wire at a time; now they string ten to- 
gether, 

The first wire-stringing operation is 
performed by a man who drives a 
horse hauling the “running rope.’’ To 
it is attached the “running board,” for- 
meriy made of wood. but now of steel, 
triangular in shape and fitted with ‘‘snap 
hooks’ somewhat like those on har- 
nesses, to which the wires, as unwound 
from tht reels, are attached. The rope 
is carried over the cross pieces of the 
poles and a halt is made for each pole 
as soon as the wires have reached it. 
While the horse has been hauling them 
a lineman has been shinning up the pole. 
He attaches each wire to its proper in- 
Ssulator with fingers expert that the 
work ts done at an inecreditable rate. 
Then he climbs down, makes for the 
next pole, 130 feet away, and repeats 
the operation. This goes on at the rate 
of forty poles to the mile and two and 
a half miles a day (100 poles is a stand- 
ard day’s work), mile after mile and day 
after day, till the line Is completed. At 
every three-quarters of a mile the wires 
are cut, temporarily ‘‘deadened”’ to the 
insulators and new lengths of wire ta- 
ken up. While the datter are being got 
in place the wires already strung are 
carefully etretched by another gang of 
men working with “bock and _ fall.’’ 
This is done in order that each wire may 
be of exactiy the same leneth as ali the 
others and under the same strain. Wires 
exactly equal vibrate in unison when 
the wind blows and never strike each 
other—wires often strike together In 
windy times and so cause no end of con- 
fusion among telephone subscribers. 

After the stretching comes ‘“‘transpo- 
sition’’ of the wires. ‘‘Transposition’’ 
means cutting two wires-carried by the 
same cross-bar and crossing them at 
definite intervals so that the current 
travels first on one side and then on the 
other side of the line of poles. This is 
often overlooked in telegraphic construe- 
tion, but never tn long distance tele- 
phoned work. A complete explanation 
of its whys and wherefores would need 
to be a treatise on Induction and other 
irnitricate electrical phenomena,. but a 
hint or two may be given. In modern 
telephony metallic and not ground clir- 
cuits are used; that makes two wires 
necessary for each circuit that ten 
wires mean only five circuits. Ixpe- 
rience has shown that the mystic current 
plays all sorts of pranke with the trans- 
mission of sounds when a lot of wires 
running straight along are strung on the 
same poles. The pranks are mostly 
by transposing the wires, but; 
curiously enough, it won’t do to trans- 
two sets of wires which run over 
the same line of poles at identical points.

THE AUTOMOBILE IN ENGLAND. 

The British government is steadily ad- 
vancing in its use of the automobile for 
civil and military purposes. An official 
who witnessed the late hill-climbing and 
long-distance road trials said he would 
urge upon the war office an enlarged use 


of autocars for heavy artillery and cam- 


paign service, as a few hundred of these 
will dispense with thousands of horses, 
and be more effective, he thinks: 
postal service motor cars have for some 
time been in satisfactory use, and at the 
late Richmond show mall vans were cun 
up and down the steep hills along the 
Thames at high speed. One Newcastle ear 
dashes up hill at thirteen miles an hour. 
{t is said the rate of travel for such heavy 
vehicles may be raised to fourteen miles 
an hour to make possible a rapid crees- 
eountry postal delivery service. Such a 
one is operating now on the London and 
Brighton route, which needs speeding up 
to meet the requirements. Private motor 
car stage routes are being established 
about the country, one of these lying be- 
tween Bedford, where lived and wrote 
John Bunyan, and Kempston, a neigh- 
boring village. One day recently 387 pas- 
sengers were carried the three miles for 
the regular fare of twopence, and the 
trade is rapidly growing.
